Vicor breaks ground 
on new HQ 


The new world headquarters of 
Vicor Corporation is slated for 25 Riv- 
er Road, where executives and town 


officials broke ground Tuesday. 

The 77,000 square foot building on 
Frontage Road off of Route 93, near 
Dascomb Road, will be office space for 
research, marketing and finace 
departments. 

The manufacturing plant at 400 
Federal Street is slated to double in 
size, according to long-range plans. 
That expansion of their manu- 
facutring plant is expected to create 
600 jobs, reports said. 

The company employs more than 
900 people today, and expects rapid 
expansion in the next three to four 
years. 

Vicor, which manufactures power 
supplies and converters for comput- 
ers and other equipment, developed a 
cheaper, less complicated product 
they they hope will corner 25 percent 
of the power supply market within 
three years. 

The company also runs a small 
manufacturing plant in California 
and employs about 100 sales people 
world-wide.

Residents trying to thwart the 
installation of light towers at Lower 
Shawsheen field may be getting 
sympathy from some town officials, 
but they feel like they’re not getting 
much help. 

Selectmen not only took no 
action on the matter at their Mon- 
day meeting, they didn’t discuss it 
either, other than to accept Town 
Manager Buzz Stapcezynski’s report. 

Mr. Stapczynski told selectmen 
he met with residents the previous 
week to hear their concerns. 

“The neighbors at the meeting 
were very firm in their position,” 
said Mr. Stapczynski. “Basically, 
they were opposed to lighting for 
nighttime use.” 

Following the meeting several 
residents said they were upset with 
the selectmen and the manager for 
avoiding a decision, after the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals had redirected 
the group to the selectmen. 

“I expected that to happen. No 
one wants to take a stand,” said 
Maureen Sullivan, of Balmoral 
Street. “I’m really tired of our elect- 
ed officials not making any deci- 
sions.” 

“T think they owe the residents of 
Shawsheen an answer,” said Vin- 
cent Cox, a resident of York Street 
for 41 years. 

David Saums, another neighbor 
of the Shawsheen field, said that 
adult soccer games at the sight 
already contribute to problems such 
as cars parking in neighbors deeded 
spaces, drinking, littering and van- 
dalism to their vehicles. Neighbors 
such as Mr. Saums say adding 
lights for night games will double 
this trouble. 

Another argument neighbors of 
the field have made is that voters 
were misled by a 1996 Town Meet- 
ing article that included the instal- 
lation of lights on that field. 

The portion of the article that 
mentioned lighting the field read: 
“lighting and water for ice skating,” 
not for the entire soccer field, they 
say. The article passed by a vote of 
528-2. 

After the selectman’s meeting, 
Mr. Saums, a Balmoral Avenue res- 
ident and a trustee there for 10 of 
his 11 years in Andover, called the 
town meeting article “deceitful.” 

“That, in my mind, subverted the 
democratic process,” said Mr. 
Saums. “This was a deceitful arti- 
cle. There was a plan here.” 

But selectmen said Tuesday that 
in spite of anyone’s intent, they 
have no business undoing a vote of 
town meeting. 

Chairman Jerry Silverman said 
the board hasn’t made a decision, 
but doesn’t plan to put the discus- 
sion back on the agenda anytime 
soon, since the group seemed 
unwilling to compromise. 

“We were hoping to do some-

thing more equitable. I would say 
our hope is that people will start 
thinking about things and be less 
adamant. Something’s got to give 
somewhere,” he said. 

Mr. Silverman said selectmen 
could regulate how often or late the 
lights are used, but they have no 
way of preventing them from being 
installed. 

“The ball is in our court if we 
make it our court,” Mr. Silverman 
said, but added that he doesn’t 
expect to do more since the board 
already attempted to intervene by 
having residents meet with Mr. 
Stapcezynski. 

The manager put the order for 
the lights on hold when he first 
heard of residents’ concerns. 

When selectmen took no action 
after first hearing neighbors’ con- 
cerns at their June 23 meeting, 
more than 50 neighbors went to the 
Board of Appeals. 

Their attorney, North Andover’s 
John J. Willis Jr., argued that the 
board could block the project by 
overruling the building inspector. 

Building inspector Kaija 
Gilmore, in response to a written 
question from a resident, replied in 
writing that the lights proposal did 
not violate the building code. 

Zoning board members spent 
more than an hour at their meeting 
assuring residents that they were 
sympathetic, but that the could not 
overrule a letter written by the 
building inspector like they could 
overrule the issuance of a building 
permit. 

Ms. Gilmore said she had not 
seen to date any applications for 
building permits in her department 
regarding the installation of the 
lights. 

Mr. Willis also argued that the 
use of lights for soccer in the 
evening would qualify the project 
for a “change of use” and therefore 
make it subject to ruling by the zon- 
ing board. 

Zoning Board Chairman Daniel 
S. Casper said the board could not 
rule on the field lights because it 
was voted by town meeting. 

“T have a hard time believing 
this is the proper forum for this 
issue ... We can’t make up jurisdic- 
tion we e don't have,” he said. 

Zoning board members advised 
residents to speak with selectmen, 
and to return only if a building per- 
mit is issued for the lights. With 
selectmen declining to make a deci- 
sion on the matter, some neighbors 
have become more determined. 

“They (selectmen) are passing 
the buck,” said Ms. Sullivan, who 
lives across from the field. “In the 
meantime, they think it’s going to 
go away, but it’s not going to go 
away.” 

Selectman Larry Larsen said he 
expects residents will have to 
appear before Town Meeting to 
reverse the vote taken there last 
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year. 

“Candidly, I voted for it knowing it was for 
soccer. As far as I knew, a light was a light,” 

Dr. Larsen said, adding that he knew many of 


the residents who were upset about the lights 
and respected their concerns. 

“These people are thoughtful. They’re not 
rabble rousers,” he said.

“We're entering the 
market for the very 
high-end user — com- 
panies that use the 
Internet for business- 
critical systems,” he 
said, “where there 
would be a major prob- 
lem with customer sat- 
isfaction if it’s down or 
if it’s slow. These are 
businesses that are 
under enormous pres- 
sure to move fast.” 

Another class of 
prospective clients, he 
said, are those for 
which the Internet is 


changing their business model. “To be 
successful in the future, they are going 
to have to be able to reach and deliver 
over the Internet,” he said.

“They create the product,” he says,

(Continued trom page |} 
develop the block schedule, and secured 
more than $26,000 in grants for teachers 
to work on 46 curriculum projects to use 
in block scheduling. 

Andover High administrators looked 
at different versions of the schedule 
used in schools around the country and 
decided on a “modified four-by-four” 
schedule. In that plan, the classes can be 
45, 60 or 90 minutes long, but rather than 
taking eight classes a week all year, stu- 
dents will have four classes each 
semesiel 

That means big changes for students, 
teachers and administrators. But amid 
the confusion, some teachers can’t wait 
to begin. 

English teacher Josephine Goldin 
said she’s seen students and faculty 
endure the ultimate test of commitment 
already, sitting through classes with 
jack hammering and blasting going on 
outside their windows. Since everyone 
handled that so well, the new block 
scheduling system should be easy 
eventually. 

“It’s going to come down to a lot of 
adjustments, but I think there’s going to 
be a lot of support for everyone in the 
process,” she said. 


Of course, while block scheduling is 
being generally embraced, systemwide, 
there are skeptics. Even teachers who

are excited to start the program admit 
that its not a perfect plan, but a process. 

“You don’t know how cold the water 
is until you get your feet wet, so let’s get 
in and do it,” said High School Principal 
Ellen Parker. 

She’s excited to see teachers’ renewed 
interest in their curriculum and new 
ways of presenting it. The biggest advan- 
tage to block scheduling, she said, is the 
fact that curriculum now drives the 
schedule instead of the schedule deter- 
mining the curriculum. In other words, 
teachers can decide which subjects 
deserve more class time and which 
don’t. 

Social studies teacher David Lussier 
said he found the summer work 
“refreshing,” because he had a chance to 
talk with colleagues about the philoso- 
phy of his whole course. 

“Of course it’s going to have to be 
tweaked. No schedule could be evaluat- 
ed in just a year, but overall I think it 
gives us so much more flexibility and 
opportunities to give students more 
than just 42-minute shopping mall class- 
es,” he said. 

School Committee Chairman Tina 
Girdwood said the flexibility of this 
plan, and of the 
staff itself to learn 
new things, is the 
reason she believes 
the system will 
work. 

“Education is in 
motion. People are 
always looking for 
ways to improve 
teaching and learn- 
ing. I would expect 
that no matter 
what we’re doing,” 
she said. 

Mr. Leuke said 
the schedule will 
be evaluated at the 
end of each 
semester through 
surveys for teach- 
ers, students and 
parents, with some 
standardized test- 
ing. He plans to keep an informal survey 
going on all year by talking with teach- 
ers and students from day one and 
expects to publish results of the surveys 
at the end of the year. 

With the year about to begin, many 
teachers are sold on block scheduling as 
a better way to educate. 

Chemistry teacher Timothy Van Wey 
said he thought fewer classes per 
semester would let students study better 
because they’re more focused. 

“There’s a less frantic pace during 
the day, the bells don’t ring every half 
hour. It’s a much more sedate pace that 
sets up a different kind of dynamic,” he 
said. 

Mr. Lussier said he would gladly give 
up the frustration of hearing the bell 
ring in the middle of a good class discus- 
sion. 

“It’s very difficult to recapture that 
moment the next day,” he said. 

He believes the compromises made to 
implement block scheduling are well 


started. 
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Principal Ellen Parker - Let’s get 


worth it. 

“(Students) aren’t going to remeber 
100 percent of the content anyway, but 
critical thinking skills are what they 
take with them,” he said. 

Mr. Lussier said he hasn’t spoken 
with any teachers unwilling to change 
to the block schedule, but understands 
the apprehension of those who have 
used one teaching method for years, and 
don’t know what can be acheived in 
longer periods. 

“Change comes very slowly in educa- 
tion. Hopefully those who haven’t expe- 
rienced it will talk with the faculty that 
have. We should be communicating like 
that anyway,” he said. 

Ms. Goldin agreed that the new 
schedule would be better for teachers 
and students. 

“There (was) some real excitement in 
the summer workshops. That real ener- 
gy is delicious,” she said. 

Ms. Girdwood said she’s not expect- 
ing immediate perfection from the pro- 
gram, but plans to support teachers and 
students as they work at it. 

“We’re hoping everyone will keep 
their eyes on the prize down the road. 
That’s the vision of education. We’re 
doing this for the 
kids because we 
think they will 
learn better,” she 
said. 


Pros and cons 
1 Mr. Leuke said 
the block schedul- 
ing plan was cho- 
sen as the best way 
to meet the require- 
ment of more class- 
room time. Other 
options, including 
extending the 
school day or the 
school year, were 
rejected, he said. 

What do stu- 
dents think? Sever- 
al interviewed this 
week said their 
biggest fear of the 
new schedule is 90-minute lectures, but 
at least one has faith that their teachers 
will come through with more variety 
than that. 

“IT think it comes down to the teach- 
ers,” said Marc D’Agostino, a senior 
who is the student representative to the 
School Committee. 

“How much are they willing to 
change what they do and not bore the 
students for 90 minutes? Andover High 
has a pretty talented staff, but also some 
that are set in their ways. If they can 
overcome that, I think it’s going to work 
beautifully,” he said. 

Teachers who have spent the summer 
on new curriculum projects said that is 
exactly what they worked on - new 
ways to deliver the material in 90 min- 
utes. 

“We can’t just stand in front of them 
with new material,” said 
Ms. Goldin, who taught in a block sys- 
tem in Arlington for 10 years before 
coming to Andover.

“Students are not just happy little 
receptacles.” 

Mr. Van Wey said that while some in 
the science department have fewer 
changes to make if they’ve been holding 
labs, teachers should be using at least 
three different activities over a 90- 
minute period. 

Mr. Van Wey said he varies activities 
to include brainstorming sessions for 
students individually, and time for stu- 
dents to talk to each other about the les- 
son, to get them thinking about the same 
subject in different ways. 

The challenge of block scheduling for 
him is covering all the material in one 
semester rather than a year. He said he 
spoke with colleagues who teach in Bev- 
erly and Alabama — both systems that 
use block scheduling — to help him sort 
out what to cover and how fast. 

In spite of all this effort, some stu- 
dents are less confident than Mr. 
D’ Agostino that block scheduling will be 
an improvement. 

First, in an era when students seem 
to have shorter attention spans, junior 
Katie Sullivan admitted, “I’m worried 


that I won’t have an attention span that 
long.” 
Mr. Leuke responded that students

“There’s sports courts all over the place,” he 
says. “I know there’s some amazing ones out 
there.” 

One time near Shawsheen Square, Mr. Colyer 
nearly had to rub his eyes. 

“T remember thinking, ‘Whoa, who do you have 
to see to belong to this country club?’ (A home 
owner) had tennis courts, a pool, everything.” 

Sometimes, though, all it takes is a little ingenu- 
ity. 
That’s the case with Cuba Street resident Joe 
Sweeney. When the water department stopped 
flooding his street to create a skating area near his 
house years ago, Mr. Sweeney found a way to pro- 
vide a rink. 

Every winter now, the now 80-something Mr.

When 
they’re through playing, we spray it and it gets a 
new coat. The only problem we have is we have to 
get the ice in before the snow.” 

In the warmer weather, the neighborhood kids 
use the area for soccer. Mr. Sweeney’s nephew, a 
carpenter, built the goals and his son in law made 
the nets. 

What kind of person goes to these lengths for 
the love of sports?

will, “watch a movie or MTV or talk to 
their friends for 90 minutes. Of course a 
teacher who tries one style of teaching 
for 90 minutes is going to lose some 
kids.”

But in some cases the two have gone hand-in- 
hand. 

Followers of Andover High School sports note 
that Dascomb Road’s Perry family, which pro- 
duced several basketball standouts, had its own 
full-court basketball area, while tennis stars such 
as Alison and Andrea Georgian and last year’s

Goodbye Andover, but only for now

Well, this summer certainly has 
gone by fast. Three months ago, I 
returned home from my freshman 
year at UMass Amherst, where I 
study history and journalism, and 
began my 
internship at the 
Townsman. 

Since then, I 
have had the 
opportunity to 
interview many 
people here in 
town, and to 
cover some 
Board of Select- 
men and other 
town meetings. 

With Lisa Adelsberger’s help, I 
even learned how to use a camera, 


| and had the chance to photograph 


some of you. It was busy, but I real- 
ly enjoyed my time at the Towns- 
man this summer, and I am grateful 
to the Townsman staff for allowing 
me to learn and grow at their paper. 
I am also grateful to all of you who 
shared your stories with me. 

Your stories are what made my 
job so interesting, so before I return 
to school, I would like to share with 
you one last story — one that really 
had an impact on me. 

Earlier this summer, I had the 


good fortune to interview Semyon 
Klich, a Russian man who moved 
from St. Petersburg to Andover four 
years ago. 

I asked Mr. Klich why he left Rus- 
sia, and he told me he left to escape 
the rampant anti-Semitism he 
encountered in his homeland. The 
following is his explanation of what 
it’s like to be Jewish in Russia. 

“It is terrible to remember,” Mr. 
Klich said. “I left Russia four years 
ago, at the time after perestroika (a 
government policy of restructuring, 
instituted by Mikhail Gorbachev) 
began, and the situation had 
changed a great deal. 

“There was more religious free- 
dom, and some synagogues were 
reborn. It is important to know that 
synagogues were mostly closed 
before perestroika, and only in two 
big cities, Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg, did they have one synagogue. 
Giant cities, with only one syna- 
gogue. 

“Many people were afraid to 
attend the synagogue. The Jewish 
religion was repressed in many 
ways. People were afraid to show 
they wanted to attend the syna- 
gogues. Only retired people attend- 
ed 

“On our passports, we were iden- 
tified as either Russian or Jewish. If 


you were Jewish, it was very diffi- 
cult to find a good job or enroll in a 
good university. 

“Before, anti-Semitism was state 
legalized. But now, anti-Semitism 
still exists in the form that offends 
the Jewish people. It’s another kind 
of anti-Semitism. 

“All my life I have felt that I am 
not a person, as Russian persons 
are, because I’m Jewish. I was feel- 
ing that I am not an equal to them. 

“In my enterprise,” (Mr. Klich 
was an engineer who designed 
radar devices and authored several 
books on that subject) “despite that 
I was able to do more than other 
Russian people and even high boss- 
es, I wasn’t able to be the boss, 
because I was Jewish.” 

I am happy to report that Mr. 
Klich has adapted well to his new 
home and is enjoying the freedom of 
religion he found in the United 
States. I have thought of him every 
Sunday morning since I spoke with 
him, as I enter my church to cele- 
brate Mass, a privilege/right I had 
previously taken for granted. 

I am grateful to him for sharing 
his story with me and for teaching 
me a new definition of faith. 

I wish you all a safe, healthy, and 
happy year and look forward to see- 
ing you next summer.

Editorial on lights ‘ill- 
advised ... wrong’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Townsman editorial of Aug. 14, 
“Take lights fight to people,” is poorly 
researched, ill-advised and just plain 
wrong. 

Residents in and near Andover’s 
Shawsheen neighborhood are staunch- 
ly opposed to the proposed installation 
of 60-foot floodlights for night soccer, 
lacrosse and other athletic events at 
Shawsheen’s lower field. 

As a homeowner with kids active in 
local athletics, I agree with the Soccer 
Association that there is a need in 
Andover for additional recreation 
fields. Right idea. Wrong location. 

The Townsman correctly points out 
that Article 47 was overwhelmingly 
approved by Town Meeting. However, 
it’s apparent you failed to take the time 
to read the article. Here is one 
irrefutable fact: the article approved 
by Town Meeting made no mention of 
lights of this scale for a multitude of 
sports activities. 

Article 47 reads: “To see if the Town 
will appropriate $189,000 for 
improvements at upper and lower 
Shawsheen fields including refurbish- 
ing the track, paving upper Shawsheen 
with barrier, lighting and water for ice 
skating, play structure and picnic 
tables, or take any other action related 
thereto.” Obviously, the article made 
no mention of floodlights for night soc- 
cer or any activity other than ice skat- 
ing. 

Years ago, there was occasional 
night skating at the field. In my view, 
the vast majority of Shawsheen resi- 
dents support this activity and sup- 
ported the article. After that vote, how- 
ever, the project took on a life of its 
own. 

The original plan to install a few 
short poles with low-wattage lights for 
occasional night skating during the 
winter months has now become a plan 


to install banks of flood lights mounted 
on 60-foot towers for nighttime soccer, 
lacrosse and other events. 

According to the town manager, ini- 
tial plans call for games to run as late 
as 10 p.m. most nights of the week 
throughout much of the year. This 
scheme has developed with no consul- 
tation with Shawsheen residents, who 
learned about it quite by chance. If this 
had been presented as a plan to turn 
the field into a nighttime sports park 
for the town, residents would have 
expressed their grievances and vehe- 
ment opposition long before Town 
Meeting. 

Now that the new plan has been 
exposed, neighbors are opposing it for 
a number of important reasons. 

1. Lack of parking. There is no off- 
street parking available at the lower 
field. 

2. Safety hazard. Shawsheen Vil- 
lage is a residential neighborhood of 
mostly young families — and scores of 
children. We don’t want our kids 
exposed to the safety hazards that will 
result from increased traffic resulting 
from cars cruising the neighborhood 
looking for parking. 

3. Noise. Where there are sporting 
events, there is noise. The noise result- 
ing from games played there during 
daylight hours is lost in the back- 
ground noise of everyday life. That 
same noise after dark until 10 p.m. 
becomes an unacceptable intrusion. 

4. Other nuisances. Night games 
will attract adult teams, which will 
result in public drinking, urination, 
litter and other impacts not compatible 
with a residential area. The value of 
our homes will surely decrease as a 
result of these impacts. 

5. Shawsheen’s heritage. There is 
widespread consensus that the Shaw- 
sheen neighborhood is of historic sig- 
nificance. The town currently supports 
designating the area as an “historic 
district” and is taking steps to pre- 
serve its heritage and culture. Now, 
the town is supporting the installation 


of 60-foot floodlights on property with- 
in the neighborhood. The two 
approaches are in direct conflict with 
each other. 

At this writing, it appears the town 
manager and board of selectmen will 
take steps to correct a good idea that’s 
run amok. Now that details of this 
expanded new plan have been exposed 
to the light of public scrutiny, resi- 
dents will continue to oppose the flood- 
lights. This is not a case of “NIMBY” 
(Not In My Back Yard). It’s a matter of 
a neighborhood that’s been deceived. 
It’s time that the town pull the plug on 
the proposed floodlights. 

To date the Townsman’s reporting 
of the issue has been informed, bal- 
anced and fair. Its recent editorial was 
not. In the future, perhaps the editor 
should take the time to get the facts 
straight before taking a position on 
local issues.

Town meeting didn’t 
approve soccer lights 


Editor, Townsman: 

In your editorial, “Take lights fight 
to people”, you state, “But as long as the 
decision was legal, and the Building 
Inspector has already ruled that it is, 
the final word belongs to the people ...” 

This is not quite true. The building 
inspector inspector offered her inter- 
pretation of the relevant zoning issues. 
The Shawsheen group disagreed with 
that interpretation and brought the 
issue to the zoning Board of Appeals. 
Within the town government, this 
board is the final word on whether or 
not the building inspector or anyone 
else, is interpreting the zoning regula- 
tions correctly or not. 

The key issues, which you tended to 
overlook, are: 1) whether the lights con- 
form to zoning regulations as they 
existed at the time of the Town Meeting 
and 2) whether lighting the soccer field 


is within the scope of Article 47. 

Just as the state or federal govern- 
ment cannot enforce laws that violate 
the Constitution, a town cannot enforce 
an article - even one passed at a Town 
Meeting - that violates the town’s 
bylaws and/or zoning regulations. 

The Shawsheen group believes that 
lighting the soccer field constitutes a 
zoning violation, and has properly 
brought this up to the Board of Appeals. 
This is not, as you believe, an end run 
around the will of the people, but the 
proper legal step to take to ensure that 
the town does not violate its own regu- 
lations. 

The second issue is perhaps the more 
important. The article states “... paving 
upper Shawsheen with barrier, lighting 
and water for ice skating ...” The word- 
ing very clearly links the lighting with 
ice skating. 

Thus, it could be argued, and proper- 
ly argued successfully in a court of law, 
that erecting lights for soccer goes 
against what was passed at the Town 
Meeting. 

This also explains why the Shaw- 
sheen neighborhood was not upset with 
Article 47 and felt no need to make a 
case before their fellow voters.

Modular classrooms coming to Bancroft School 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

Bancroft School teachers 
and students are prepared for 
a big game of musical chairs 
this year once four new tempo- 
rary classrooms are in place. 
They are expected to be ready 
by the end of October. 

Bernard A. Tuttle, school 
business administrator, said 
after a vote to proceed by the 
School Committee Tuesday 
night, that the contract with 
Arthur Building Systems of 
Connecticut should be signed 
early next week, and construc- 
tion should begin then. 

Bancroft Principal Norah 
McCarthy said the theme for 


the year at her school is 
expanding horizons, academi- 
cally and physically. 

“We're looking at this as an 
adventure,” she said of the 
anticipated move into the 
classrooms. 

Ms. McCarthy said that 
once the four temporary class- 
rooms are ready, the four 
fourth-grade classes at Ban- 
croft will move in, possibly 
over a weekend. 

If there is no moving proce- 
dure that must be followed, 
Ms. McCarthy is considering a 
weekend barbecue for parents 
and those who help move into 
the space. 


While the entire move may 
involve nine or 10 classes 
around the school, all students 
will stay with the same class 
and teacher they started with 
in September, she said. 

The company promised to 
have the buildings ready for 
occupancy within 56 days, Mr. 
Tuttle said, adding that the 
contract calls for a $200-per- 
day penalty for every day they 
are late. 

Andover will pay about 
$90,000 a year for four years on 
the classrooms in a lease-pur- 
chase plan, Mr. Tuttle said. 

Each classroom is 850 
square feet and is equipped 


with a bathroom and outlets 
for computers, he said. 

Mr. Tuttle recently toured a 
set of temporary classrooms in 
Billerica built by the same 
company hired by Andover. 

“We’re excited. They’re 


‘excellent, large, airy, very 


well built,” Mr. Tuttle said. 
Facilities Director Joseph 
R. Piantedosi said the esti- 
mate of 56 days for construc- 
tion is generous, and the 
space may be ready sooner. 
Ron Sanfield, representing 
the Bancroft School Improve- 
ment Council, told committee 
members Tuesday that he was 
pleased that the move would 


help solve problems with air 
quality due to overcrowding 
at Bancroft, but added that 
parents remain “vigilant” in 
their watch of air quality. 

The council plans to meet 
tonight to discuss new 
reports. 

Mr. Piantedosi outlined 
improvements to the Bancroft 
ventilation system that were 
made over the summer that 
he expects will “substantially 
improve the amount of fresh 
air coming into the building,” 
he said, and added that he’s 
expecting results from updat- 
ed environmental reports 
soon.
